By the Associated Press, 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 6. — A 


total loss of Missouri’s corn crop 
except what may be a fair yield 
in some northwestern counties, 
from Buchanan County north to 
the Iowa line, was reported in the 
weekly weather and crop bulletin 
issued here today by the United 
States Weather Bureau. 

Unless substantial rains fall in 
the northwestern counties ft is ex- 
pected that the crop there also 
will be déstroyed. Much of the 
corn in the State is too dry for 
silage, the report continues. 

The heat and drouth, the worst 


/on record in the State, sent the 
thermometers at each of Mis- 
souri’s 26 stations above the 100 


mark. 

In spite of a two months’ drouth 
the Southeast cotton crop is hold- 
ing up good. The plants are small, 
but in full bloom, the report con- 
tinues. Oats are fair, as are pota- 
toes, but the apple outlook is in- 
ferior. 

Although early reports indicat- 
ed that the -commercial tomato 
crop. would be good, the drouth 
has worked a hardship. The plants 
have withered and blooms fall off, 
due to lack of fertilization. 

There is just one bright side to 
the otherwise dull picture, the re- 
port concludes. The melon crop 
in Southeast Missouri! is reported 
to be in excellent condition and 
producing large, sweet melons.

committee of prominent men and 
women. The Prosecuting Attorney 
deals with misdemeanor cases, the 
more important felony cases being 
handled by the Circuit Attorney. 

Rosecan defeated Richards by 
almost a 3-to-1 vote, the poll being 
59,079 for Rosecan and 20,264 for 
Richards. Two other candidates, 
with a total of 12,219 votes, did not 
affect the result. Rosecan carried 
every ward except the Twenty- 
eighth, in which he and Richards 
reside, Eugene J. Sartorius, nom- 
inated without opposition in the 
Democratic primary, is Rosecan’s 
opponent for the prosecuting attor- 
neyship. 

The vote for the four Republic- 
an candidates for Prosecuting At- 
torney was 91,552. The Demo- 
cratic vote, cast for two candi- 
dates for Judge of the Court of 
Criminal .Correction, was 9607, 
making the total vote in the pri- 
mary 161,159, or 83 per cent of 
the registration, which is 299,344.

Returns 
from outstate received during the 
morning gradually had whittled 
Gehr's lead from nearly 13,000, to 
which it went on the announcement 
of complete returns from St. Louis. 

To overcome Gehrs’ lead it will 
be necessary for Smith to carry the 
unreported precincts by an average 
of more than nine votes to the pre- 
cinct which has been the approxi- 
mate average of his gain in the 
rural precincts reported, 

Gehrs’ lead was piled up in St. 
Louis, which he carried by 23,176, 
and in Kansas City, which incom- 
plete returrns indicate he carried 
by more than 8000. Smith was the 
nominee for the office in 1926, but 
was defeated in the election by 
Charles A. Lee, Democrat. 

The third candidate was Don 
Matthews, Superintendent of 
Schools of Sullivan. The total vote 
in the 3477 precincts was: Gehrs, 
98,179; Smith, 90,747; Matthews, 
59,959. 

There was no contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Super- 
intendent of Schools, the present 
Superintendént, Lee, being unop- 
posed. 

The only other State office to be 
filled this year is that of Judge of 
the Supreme Court, there being no 
contest for either the.

The cown- 
ty has a population of only 8680, 
and the total of the vote cast this 
year in the Buford-Roberts race 
was 1130 more than the total cast 
in the Democratic primary in 1926. 
and 1237 more than cast in the 
Democratic primary in 1928.

PULITZER EXPEDITION 
OFF FOR WEST AFRICA 


Members Will Collect Birds, 
Insects and Reptiles for 
Carnegie Museum. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—The sci- 
entific expedition of Ralph Pulitz- 
er, former president of the Press 
Publishing Co. and former editor 
of the New York World, got un- 
der way last night when Mr. and 
Mrs. Pulitzer sailed aboard the 
Cunard liner Berengaria for An- 
gola, Portuguese West Africa. 
There they will collect speciments 
of birds, insects and reptiles for 
the Carnegie Museum of  Pitts- 


burg. 

The other members of the expe- 
dition are Rudyard Boulton and 
his wife. Boulton, assistant cura- 
tor of ornithology and an expert 
in the collection and preservation 
of insects, has been lent to the ex- 
pedition by the museum. 

Territory will he entered, where, 
it is thought, no white man has 
ever visited. An excursion will be 
made down the Okavango River, 
through the Chobo swamp to Vic- 
toria Falls, where it is hoped a 
white rhinoceros wii be found. A 
diligent search will be made for 
one of the most elusive animals, 
the giant sable. 

When the expedition arrives in 
Southampton a little more than a 
week will be spent in England. The 
party will sail from Southampton 
aboard the Toledo, which will land 
them in Lobito, Angola, Sept. 2. 

After the Angola collection is 
completed—in six weeks or two 
months—the expedition will pro- 
ceed through Southeast Angola and 
Rhodesia, unmapped and scientif- 
ically unexplored country. A chart 
of the game encountered wifl be 
made, gas’ 

The southeastern portion of An- 
sola, which the explorers will pen- 
etrate, appears on the map as de- 
void of rivers. From this region 
the’party will cross the border into/

Leg- j 
islatures in the states affected will 
have to rearrange their ‘ congres- 
sional districts pefore the election 
of 1932. ae 

The first actual . census total, 
which still is subject to final.re- 
vision by the Census Bureau, 
showed reapportionment figures 
somewhat different from those cal! 
culated by the House Census Com- 
mittee before the reapportion- 
ment law was adopted.

A sorry contrast to this constructive program is 
afforded by the impotence of our own Government 
in the face of tragic unemployment. In providing 
for the security of her working people America lags 
sadly behind her European neighbors. America’s 
ear is attuned to every voice save the voice of la- 
bor. The long arm of the Government reaches out 
to support every man but the working man. When 
the stock speculator loses money, we are moved to 
accommodate him with a tax cnt. “When the ineffi- 
cient manufacturer is threatened by foreign compe- 
tition, we boost the tariff to keep out his competitor’s 
goods. When ‘agricultural prices decline, we are deep- 
ly touched. We establish @ Federal Farm Board 
to encourage the development of central, large-scale 
co-operative organizations which, in the words of the 
chairman, .will “exert a measurable degree of control 
over the flow of products to market.” When the price 
of wheat is too low, the board buys wheat and the 
Federal Treasury stands the loss. .When the price. 
of cotton is too low,-the board lends $1,000,000 or 
more to the co-operatives.in order to assist cotton 
farmers to hold back theiricrop until it may be sold 
at a better price. Can anybody imagine the creation 
of a Federal labor board in order to keep the in- 
comes of working people up to a living level, or to 
lend $100,000,000 to the workers so that they could 
withhold their services until they could get better 
pay?

the suffering agricultural states. 
fhe President expects a report to 
be placed before him Monday. 


A desolation equaling the de- 
struction of floods, tornadoes or 
earthquakes was described to the 
President in a telegram for aid dis- 
patched last night by Gov. Samp- 
son of Kentucky. A plea for a 
proclamation for nation-wide 
prayer meetings to ask divine aid 
for rain came to the Chief Execu- 
tive from Alexandria, just across 
the Potomac from the _ capital. 
Food for humanbeings as well as 
cattle was asked in an appeal from 
the Virgin Islands. 

A ray of hope came from pre- 
liminary observations of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, which 
held that if August and Septem- 
ber preduce normal rainfalls feed 
grain crops may be’.harvested in 
fair quantities. These woule »be 
better than average in New En- 
gland and the Southeast, average 
in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
South Dakota and Nebraska. The 
yields of Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas 


and parts of Colorado and New

erage while four-fifths of the 
grains might be saved even now 
in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
sourl, Arkansas and Alabama. A 
three-fourths yield would result in 
the strip bordering the Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers to the Gulf. 

It was a big “if,” however, 
governed these hopes as 
Weather Bureau experts still 
sought in vain for signs of real re- 
lief ahead. The river regions pre- 
sented the worst case. Even the 
possible three-fourths crop in Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri would force farmers to 
sell their livestock or purchase 
feed. 

Gov. Sampson told the President 
this situation already had overtak- 
en the Kentucky farmers. “Many 
fine herds of cattle and sheep are 
being shipped to glutted markets 
where they bring 10 per cent ‘of 
value because owners feel they can- 
not afford to buy feed,” he tele- 
graphed, “and this will make scarce 
good livestock for succeeding years 
and materially retard agricultural 
progress; prize dairy herds are like- 
wise passing.” 


FOUR FOREST FIRES OUT 
OF CONTROL {N WEST 


Nearly 15,000 Acres Burned Over 
in Butte County, California. 
By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 6—Fires 
in forest, brush and grass lands 
were giving Rangers trouble today 
in four widely separated spots in 
the Far West. 

An augmented force was fighting 
a blaze which leaped out of bounds 
near North Fork, Madera County, 
California, yesterday, and spread in 
two directions, The Indian Mission 
there was saved only after a stiff 
battle. Fighters fellowed ‘one 
branch of the fire up a mountain 
side, hoping to stop the flames at 
the ridge.
